of Gypsies), 35 pieces ; disinfection of soiled linen imported for laundry 
work, 485 pieces ; detention of 2 passengers from Vera Cruz for two 
days, and disinfection of their baggage, 4 pieces ; vaccination of immi- 
grants and their children, 8.
